A man who spends his mornings 
working in ‘the Paris “Covent Gar- 
den” and his evenings designing air- 
planes is entering an -airplane in the 
Coupe Deutsch. 
will be. a miniature. artillery battery 


of the air, writes a Paris Correspond~’ 


ent. 

The Couple Deutsch is the French 
equivalent of the King’s Cup. It is 
flown on October 1. 

The .potato merchant designer is 
40-year-old M. Paul Marten, who, 
when he has finished sending pota- 
toes to his clients, goes over to a small 
workshop near the Place de la Repub- 
lique and helps to put the finishing 
touches to his “terror of the air.” 


AMATEUR DESIGNER 


M. Marten is an amateur designer, 
and. has always been interested in 
aircraft. He visualised a light chaser 
aircraft which would travel at high 
speed and be equipped with three 
guns. 

He took his “rough designs along 
to a French aircraft designer, M, M. 
Payen, who perfected the crude de- 
sign and produced a blue. print. 

Then came the question of the 
cost of building the airplane. M. Mar-

The airplane is now completed, but 
it lacks an engine.. They could not 
afford to buy an engine, so they ap- 
proached the French Minister for Air.

I saw this airplane in its shed yes- 
terday. It looks like a large wooden 
swallow. Two types have been built. 
One as a kind of speedy, air—taxi, and 
the other for fighting purposes, where 
the pilot sits almost in the tall...

Meanwhile, our policy is fixed by 
the Neutrality Act of 1937 or by 
what is left of that Act. . Important 
sections of it, including the cash-and- 
carry provision, have expired by limi- 
tation. The cash-and-carry section was 
enacted for a two-year period and is: 
now ‘without force. Only one vital 
section of the 1937 Act is in effect. 
This provides that upon the outbreulc 
of war between two or more foreign 
nations the President is compelled to 
proclaim the fact that a state of war 
exists and must designate the belli- 
“gerents. 

In the same proclamation he is 
compelled to lay an embargo upon 
the export of “arms, ammunition, and 


implements of war" from the United 


States to all belligerent nations, It 
becomes a crime for any person to 
ship such arms from the United States 
to a State engaged in war or to any 
other State for transhipment to a 
beHligerent. 

That is the mandatory embargo 
around which the long dispute has 
centred. .It is that which the Gov- 
: ernment wants re- 
pealed and which -

370,000,000 bags to local authorities. 
In addition, 60,000,000, which have 
been ordered by the Government, are 
being unloaded at ports or are on the 
way to England in ships. 

One hundred and ten mecifanical 
excavators are working from morning 
to night, digging sand and soil with 
which to fill the bags. 

Holiday-makers at seaside resorts 
near London watch while lorries un- 
endingly load and cart sand. 

Children are helping to fill bags 
from children's sand pits in the poor- 
er London districts. 

Volunteer students and other youths, 
clad in football togs, are filling bags 
to stack round hospitals. 

Bags are being stacked round fire 
alarms, leaving only the dial visible. 

. These points are being used to form 
ARP. centres. 

Public baths are being sand-bagged 
and converted into first-aid stations. 
In addition to the sandbags which the 
Government has issued, private firms 
and the Army are using millions. 
Anti-aircraft posts in parks are being 
sand-bagged. : 

The price of sand has risen from 7/ 
to 10/ a ton, bags were 2% in June, 
and from 4d to 5d to-day, but the 
price is not likely to soar as was the 
case last September, whom the price 
reached 11d, although the closing of 
the Méditerranean route must muke 
jute. dearer. .

He appeared to be very rich and 
rented the mansion of former United 
States Senator Daniel B. Dickinson, 

His new neighbours immediately 
began to pry into his past history, and 
according to what they gathered, he 
had been born in Windsor, New York, 
30 years before. __ 

He had entered the ‘Civil War with 
the 2d Pennsylvania Bucktails, and 
fought bravely for the Union, had 
risen to the rank of lieutenant colonel, 
had been twice wounded at Gettys- 
burg and finally honourably discharged 
on account of his disabilities. 

Following his discharge, ‘he had 
speculated in lumber at Williams- 
port, Pennsylvania, and had become 
a partner of the famous Peter Herdic. 

’ Returning to the place of his birth 
at Windsor, he .there married the 
daughter of a rich farmer. 

He was six feet two inches tall and 
weighed 250 pounds. ‘His beard was 
jong and bushy. After some time he 
purchased a residence of his own and 
insured it at an unusually. heavy 
figure. One. night, when he and his 
family were in New York, the house 
mysteriously caught fire and burned 
to the ground. Some gossips accused 
him of incendiarism, but the insurance 
was paid, and with it he began to 
promote lavish developments in Bing- 

hamton, He laid out a park, built 40 
cottages and a hotel, named after him- 
self, the Dwight House. In a short 
while he boasted of being a mill- 
ionaire, ; 

His hobby was insurance, and he 
took out big pelicies, upon which he 
directly began -to negotiate . heavy 
loans. He borrowed $30,000 from one 
company, $40,000 from another, $50,- 
900 from a third and various amounts 
from others. Then came the awful 
financial panic of 1873. He went down 
before the avalanche and filed a peti- 
tion in bankruptcy, rating his liabili- 
ties at $400,000. Deserted now by the 
friends who had enjoyed his opulence, 

“he set off for Chicago and attempted 
to start life over again, but failure’ 
continued to lurk at his door. 

Five years after the panic he re- 
turned to Windsor, Blowing with 
health. He now took out life insurance 
policies aggregating $256,000, and des- 
pite his excellent -physical condition, 
had’ built . for himself. an elaborate 
brick-lined tomb. Then he made a 
will, leaving many bequests to persons, 
some of whom, it was later charged, 
he was to use as tools to carry into 
effect the most stupendous insurance 
swindle on record. 

His extraordinary behavior now be- 
gan to excite much gossip. He appear- 
ed to-be either courting death or pre- 
tending to subject himself to dangers. 
that might account, for future rumors 
of his demise. 

In midwinter he would ~ swim icy 
streams, climb snow-clad peaks and 
return appearently. exhausted from 
long cross-country walks. One in- 
surance company sent an agent to 
tender him the amount of the pre- 
mium which he had paid in and to 
cancel the policy, but Colonel Dwight, 
knowing his rights, haughtily declined. 
. At the Fifth Avenue Hotel, New 
York, about this time, he greatly sur- 
prised a friend by claiming a serious 
illness, respite the fact that he still 
appeared to be the picture of health. 
Shortly after this, Dwight moved into 
a’ small cottage in Binghamton, wert 
to bed, complained of chills, had a 
friend stay up with him all night, had 
his beard and hair trimmed and the 
next day was reported to have died 
in the presence of a former law part~ 
ner and of a brother-in-law. 

Mrs. Dwight, who was staying at’ 
a hotel next door, was summoned, as 
were the hotel Proprictor and one of 
his guests. 

All. wha saw Dwight lying in his 
bed attested to his being dead. ~ 

For two days his body lay in this 
room, upon ‘which had been placed a 
Yale lock. The only key. was in the 
hands of the, hotel proprietot.. A 
physician stated. that Dwight had died |. 
‘of gastritis, but physicians represent |

ing the insurance companies main- 
tained that he had killed himself. 
Some of them claimed to have found 
the imprint of a rope about his neck. 

Belief in Dwight’s death, either 
from suicide or from natural causes, 
would have been universal had - it 
not been for a little bottle found 
upon the ground under his window. 
Upon its label was the word “Gel- 
semium.” Although this mysterious 
drug was almost unknown | to the 
physicians of Dwight's day, there were 


some who learned that its effect was 
to paralyze the motor nerves without 
the loss of consciousness and to thus 
produce temporarily an absolute 
simulation of death. Medico-legal 
authorities, considering the possibility 
of .Juliet’s suspended ‘animation in the 
tomb where Romeo found her, have 
held that ‘“gelsemium” would have 
produced her deathlike trance. 

To account for certain happenings 
apparently corrobative of Cwight’s 
death, many intcresting theories have 
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| been: advanced. One was that after 
recovering from the drug, he had— 
‘been smuggled to some country and 
a corpse.from a New. York. medical 
college substituted for his; live. body; 
algo ‘that the autopsy upon. Dwight 
was: ‘really upon this cadaver, one 
very: essential feature of the operation 
having. been the severing’ of the 
scalp across the top of the head and 
pulling it. down over the features sO 
as to mask them. 

A. few. months after Dwight’s re- 
ported death, a man who had shar- 
ed an office with him was absolute- 
ly certain that he' met: him on -the 
street in Chicago. This appearance 
immediately gave rise to further 
theories as to his means of ‘escape, 
one of them being that he had had 
himself placed jn a box and thus 
shipped out of Binghamton to a 
place where confederates had un- 

packed him and set him at liberty 
te enjoy a generous share of the in- 
surance money handed back to him 
by some of those whom he had nam~ 
ed as his legal heirs. One of. the 
big companies which had Insured his 
life made immediate payment with- 
out contest, but another made a bitter 
fight, which was pending In the New 
York courts for many years. 

‘Whether Dwight escaped, hanged 
himself, died of carefully planned ex- 
posure,. or from natural causes will 
in all probability never be known.
